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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 has been amended such that —and a purity of 8N or higher, gas 
components of O, C, N, H, S and P being excluded from a determination of said purity, 
and a content of impurities in said ultrahigh purity copper excluding said gas 
components totaling no more than 0.01 ppm— was inserted after —40,000 to 100,000,- 
- in line 2. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
whether taken individually or in combination does not render obvious all of the 
limitations of claim 1 , namely,, where the ultrahigh purity copper having a residual 
resistance ratio of 40,000 to 100,000 and a purity of 8N or higher, gas components of O, 
C, N, H, S and P being excluded from a determination of said purity, and a content of 
impurities in said ultrahigh purity copper excluding said gas components totaling no 
more than 0.01 ppm wherein the content of silver (Ag) in said ultrahigh purity copper is 
less than 0.005ppm, the content of aluminum (Al) in said ultrahigh purity copper is less 
than 0.001 ppm, and the content of iron (Fe) in said ultrahigh purity copper is less than 
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0.001 ppm. The prior art has the listed content of silver, aluminum and iron at higher 
concentrations.
